American fratiways is the Canadian 
Pacific, arystem whose luxurious fac- 
flities extend from the 
the Pacific, and which ts wholly 
within British territory, The head 
ngeency for Burope is, of course, in 
London, but as Liverpool is the prin- 


cipal Canadian port, it follows that the 


local office of the railway ts second 
only in importance to that presided 
over in London by Mr. Archer Baker, 
the European traffic manager. The 
Liverpool interesta of the Canadian 
Pacific raiitway are in the hands of 
Mr. J. J. Gilbertson, a gentleman per- 
manently identified with all Canadian 
trade matters, Both on this side and 
on the other side of the Atlantic. For 
sometime past it has been felt that 
the Liverpool office has been alto- 
gether too small for the Increased vol- 
ume of passenger travel which is 
booked to points on the Canadian Pac- 
ifie raliway via Liverpool. Larwer 
offices were accordingly resolved upon, 
and the building adjoining the old 
office in James stfect was secured, and 
no expense has been spared in making 
the Canadian Pacific rallway office. No 
2%, James Btreet, now known as “Can- 
adian Bulldings,” thoroughly typical 
of the tuxury and enterprise which 
are characteristic of the whole Cana- 
dian Pacific railway system, rhe 
work of fitting up the new offices was 
entrusted to the well known firm of 
office specialists, Messre. H. T. Colin 
and Son, of thin city, and the results 
reflect the greatest credit upon all 
concerned. The outer office is in the 
Elizabethan style, with pale figured 
fumed oak wainrcot, while the walls 
are covered with steel stamped paper 
of chaste Renaissance pattern in old 
ivory tones, and surmounted by a 
handsome frieze of somewhat warmer 
shade. The celling is in low relief 
plaster work, and from it are suspend- 
ed 18 electric Nghts, The courter_is 
of the standard Canadian Pacific rall- 
way type, with solid mahogany top, 
the supporting oak being richly carved 
and delicately fumed, while the 
desks, which are surmSunted by brass 
rails, are also of mahogany, the ends 
beirg of oak with bevelled gidas, the 
oak being similar to the wainacot

The external appear- 
ance of the office is quite in keeping 
with the tastefulness of the Interior

is framed in teak, and between it and

samples of Canadian produce and pie- 
tures of Dominion scenery, etc. The 


entrance hall is pauelied in grey 
granite gilt, and the floor ts of rich 
mosiac, The basement is used for 


| stores and parcels, and is reached by 


& separate entrance from the back of 
the premises. -It is paved with wood 
blocks, lighted by electricity, and pro- 
vided with hydraulic lift. Altogether 
this magnificent suite of offices ts 
quite in keeping with the high class 
character of Canadian Pacific railway 
arrangements in general, and reflects 
the highest credit upon the skill and 
taste displayed by the firm entrusted 
with the work of. carrying out Mr. 
OUbertson's designs, The new office 
has been visited by gentlemen con- 
nected with shipping and mercantile 
houses in Canada, who have congrat- 
ulated Mr. Gilbertson upon the per- 
fection of ht management, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the Canadian 
Pacific railway would reap the reward 
of its enterprising policy.
